Having organized and unfolded 15 
years of sanguinary struggle with arms in his hands 
since his early youth, he defeated Japanese imperial- 
ism and liberated the country. 

Following liberation, Comrade Kim I] Sung has 
built our country prevailed by harsh exploitation and 
oppression, centuries-old backwardness and penury 
into such an advanced socialist power as we see to- 
day with the firm foundations of an independent na- 
tional economy, invincible defence power and brilliant 
national culture. 

Comrade Kim I] Sung’s wise leadership in the 
Korean revolution and ‘tthe shining successes made by

2) COMRADE KIM IL SUNG 
ORGANIZED AND UNFOLDED 
THE ANTI-JAPANESE ARMED STRUGGLE 
AND ESTABLISHED THE GLORIOUS 
REVOLUTIONARY TRADITIONS OF 
THF, WORKERS’ PARTY OF KOREA 


Comrade Kim Il Sung founded the anti-Japanese 
guerilla forces on April 25, 1932 in the grimmest 
period of Japanese imperialist colonial rule and or- 
ganized and unfolded a heroic anti-Japanese armed 
struggle, thus advancing the Korean communist 
movement and the anti-Japanese national-liberation 
movement of the Korean people to a new, high stage 
and accomplishing immortal exploits that will shine 
for ever in the history of the Korean people's rev- 
olutionary struggle and the world history of the anti- 
imperialist national-liberation struggle. 

The 15-year-long heroic anti-Japanese armed 
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struggle organized and unfolded under the outstand- 
ing leadership of Comrade Kim I] Sung was a hard 
revolutionary struggle which was without precedent 
in the world history of revolutions, it was a struy- 
gle which saved from ruin the destinies of the Ko- 
rean people and the Korean revolution and brought 
about the restoration of the fatherland and a great 
struggle which provided the source of the prosperity 
and happy life of the Korean people.

Cambodian paper Soria carried an article entitl- 
ed “The Korean People during the Anti-Japanese 
Armed Struggle” on April 11, 1968, which said as 
follows: 


“Premier Kim I] Sung founded on Apri] 25, 1932 
the anti-Japanese guerilla forces with progressive 
workers, peasants and patriotic youths of Korea... 
Further, in the liberated areas the people’s revolu- 
tionary government was set up and all the anti-im- 
perialist, anti-feudal democratic reforms were en- 
forced.... In this course, a wealth of experience was 
accumulated, which served the Korean people well 
in the building of a new country after liberation.” 


In an article dedicated to the 36th anniversary 
of the anti-Japanese guerilla army founded by 
Comrade Kim II Sung, Algerian paper La République 
wrote that “with the founding of the anti-Japanese 
guerilla forces the Korean people who had been 
maltreated by Japanese imperialism and stood at 
the crossroads of life and death, rise and ruin, came 
to have their first people’s armed forces capable of 
driving out the oppressors by force of arms. The 
1930’s was a great, decisive turning point in the

Himself in the Guerilla Struggle Make a Great 
Contribution to Encouraging and Developing the 

Struggle of the Fighting Peoples 


Cuban paper Granma carried an article headlin- 
ed “Korea—A Long Heroic History” in its issue of 
September 30, 1967. It said that “the struggle lasted 
for 15 years even under the difficult circumstances 
in which there was no regular army, no state sup- 
port nor any other support but the people’s. It made 
a heroic history, indeed.” 


In an article entitled “the Korean People during 
the Anti-Japanese Armed Struggle,” the April 11, 
1968 issue of Cambodian paper Soria said that “the 
anti-Japanese guerillas fought against Japanese fasc- 
ism armed to the teeth, securing everything on their 
own including weapons, ammunition, clothes and 
provisions without any material support from out- 
side.” 


On June 25, 1968, Iragi paper Al Muwatin carri- 
ed the full text of “The Anti-Japanese Armed Strug- 
gle of the Korean People Organized and Waged 
under the Personal Leadership of Comrade 
Kim Il Sung” adopted at the Havana Cultural 
Congress as a document of the Congress in January 
1968. It pointed out as follows: “The 15 years of 
arduous anti-Japanese armed struggle organized and 
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unfolded by Premier Kim I] Sung was the highest 
form of struggle which resisted the counter-revolu- 
tionary armed forces with the revolutionary armed 
forces; it dealt one heavy blow after another at the 
Japanese imperialist aggressors and brought about 
a great upsurge in the Korean revolutionary move- 
ment as a whole by forcefully inspiring and propell- 
ing all other forms of mass movement and exerting a 
powerful revolutionary influence upon all strata of 
the people.” 


Aldo Diaz, Secretary for Industry of the Las 
Villas Provincial Committee of the Communist Party 
of Cuba, referred to the Bochonbo -battle waged 
under the personal leadership of Comrade Kim Il Sung 
during the anti-Japanese armed struggle, and cum- 
mented as follows: 

“The victory in the Bochonbo battle constitutes 
aun important event not only for the Korean pecple 
but also for the peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America who fight for liberation and independence.

U.A.R. paper Le Journal d’Egypte carried an 
article “The Democratic People’s Republic of Korea 
Greets Its 19th Birthday” on September 7, 1967. It 
said that “...Premier Kim I] Sung, the organizer of 
the people and the clear-thinking brain equipped 
with great ideas and superb sweep and the iron- 
willed brilliant commander always standing in the 
van of the battle, organized and unrolled the anti- 
Japanese armed struggle on the basis of a scientific 
analysis of the ways for a decisive victory in the 
revolution. While training combatants he organized 
and waged battles and instilled courage in the peo- 
ple. For this very reason Premier Kim I! Sung be- 
came one of the greatest personalities for the peo- 
ples of the whole world fighting for freedom, not 
to speak of the Asian people. Protracted and ardu- 
ous as their struggle was, the Korean people fought 
heroically against Japanese imperialism and thereby 
expelled Japanese militarism out of their homeland.

“On June 25, 1950 the U.S. imperialist aggressors 
unleashed a war of aggression against the Demo- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea with the aim to 
occupy the whole of Korea. 

“Drawing in the greater part of their land, sea 
and air forces and the armed forces of their 15 satel-

If there is any one who entertains a doubt about 
this just idea of tackling all problems in revolu- 
tion and construction independently in conformity 
with the specific conditions of one’s country and by 
relying on one’s own efforts, let us tell him to 
come to Korea and see for himself the great reality 
which has been brought about by the embodiment of 
the idea of Juche, he added. 


Walterio Fiero, Member of the Central Committee 
of the Socialist Party of Chile and Chilean delegate 
to the Executive Secretariat of the Organization of 
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Solidarity of the Peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America, stressed: 

“We revolutionaries should learn and emulate 
the great idea of Juche and revolutionary spirit of 
self-reliance advocated by Comrade Kim II Sung.

In his report, “the Present Situation and the 
Tasks of Our Party,” to the Conference of the Work- 
ers’ Party of Korea held in October 1966, Comrade 
Kim I] Sung gave a correct analysis of the present 
international situation and the state of affairs in the 
international communist and working-class move- 
ments, set forth strategic and tactical lines for the 
development of the world revolution, gave accurate 
answers to a series of theoretical and practical ques- 
tions arising in the building of socialism and com- 
munism and thus indicated the road ahead of the 
Korean revolution. 

Comrade Kim IJ Sung’s report has caused a 
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great stir for his great revolutionary ideas and the 
profound and coherent theoretical and practical con- 
tents.

of Juche for independence and self-sustenance, a 
person who leads, while maintaining this line of 
Juche, the united front embracing the peoples of the 
socialist countries and the rest of the world to over- 
throw U.S. imperialism, the common enemy of the 
world, and one of the outstanding leaders of the 
international communist movement.” 


In an article entitled “Premier Kim I] Sung” 
Ceylonese paper Srilager of April 16, 1968 wrote as 
follows: 

“Comrade Kim I] Sung, an outstanding leader of 
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the international communist movement and a pro- 
found theoretician, has enriched and _ developed 
Marxism-Leninism and propelled the development 
of the world revolution. 


“Premier Kim I] Sung enjoys admiration and 
respect of true revolutionaries for his principled 
stand to defend the unity of the socialist camp and 
the cohesion of the international communist move- 
ment.” 


Benoit Frachon, Member of the Political Bureau
